Test of Strength Between Two Pow- 
erful Steam Locomotives and 
An Electric 

When 150 prominent railway men 
and engineers from many parts of the 
United States and Canada gathered 
at Erie, Pennsylvania, a few days ago, 
to witness trial tests of a new type of 
gearless, electric passenger locomo- 
tive, they believed, most of them at 
any rate, that the exhibition would 
be of quite a perfunctory nature, In- 
stead, they saw what F. J. Sprague, 
noted consulting engineer and known 
as “the father of railway clectrifica- 
tion,” described “the most mag- 
nificent exhibition of electricity ap- 
plied to railroads that the country 
has ever seen.” “Indeed,” added Mr. | 
Sprague, during a dinner which fol- 
lowed, “I think the thing has never 
been duplicated in this, or any other 
country.” 

The feature of the exhibit, sprung 
at the last moment probably 
unique in the annals of electrification, 
for it was a test of brute strength 
between two powerful steam locomo- 
tives and the new electric—nothing 
less than a tug of war between three

Pacific Whaling 


Seventy Mammals Were Secured By 
a Single Vessel 


With the arrival in Victoria recent- 
ly of three whaling ships, the season 
has come to a close after a most suc- 
cessful period of fishing, The lead- 
ing boat secured seventy mammals, 
which is considered a good record. 
There was an unusually large number 
of sperm whales caught, averaging 
about thirty fect cach, as against the 
sixty feet full grown whale. Many 
sulphurs were also shot, running 
eighty-six fect, One mammal meas- 
uring forty-four feet in girth yielded 
162 barrels of oil. 


Sounding Oceans’ Depths 
~ Sounding, or determining the depth 
of the ocean, is now being accom- 
plished by means of an echo, The

The first 
view reflected by the newspapers 
was that the United States had gone

Labor Meeting 


Canadian Labor Delegates Say That 

It Should Make No Difference 

Washington. — Rejection of the 
peace treaty by the United States 
was widely discussed among delegates 
to the international labor conference. 
There is general regret that the Unit- 
ed States will not, as a result of the 
senate’s action, be a signatory of con- 
ventions adopted by the conference, 
At the same time there is a general 
feeling that the labor branch of the 
League of Nations should go ahead 
with its work irrespective of what the 
United States may do. 

Canadian employers have already 
expressed the view that Canada 
should not assent to labor conditions 
to which the United States is not 
prepared to assent. 

Canadian labor takes an_ entirely 
contrary view. Tom Moore, presi- 
dent of the Trades and Labor Con- 
gress, holds that steps taken by the 
United States should not hinder the 
adoption of progressive legislation by 
Canada, “even though the United 
States decides for the time being not 
to become a member of the League 
of Nations.” 

Tom Moore said: “I am of the 
opinion that the United States will 
eventually be forced by economic 
conditions to adopt progressive 
measures similar in the provisions to 
those decided upon by the labor 
conference.” 


Australia Suffers 
From Severe Drought

stroyed and Thousands of 
Settlers Ruined 
London.—Australia, especially New 
South Wales, is suffering the most 
devastating drought since white men 
have resided in that country, even the 
drought of 1902 being surpassed, ac-

“Fourth—That the railways had 
this fall been called on to provide 
transportation for a larger tonnage

“Fifth—That the early advent of 
winter, coupled with a shortage of 
feed, threw on the railways the bur- 
den of handling, during the months 
of October and November, at least 
three times the number of head of 
livestock which would normally move 
at this period of the year, 

“Sixth—That the railroads con- 
trolled by the American railroad ad- 
ministration had failed to return 
thousands of cars belonging to Can- 
adian railways, which are now south 
of the line, After allowing for the 
American cars which are in Canada, 
the balance stands 22,421 cars in 
favor of the United States roads. 

“Seventh—That in dealing in 
figures respecting the movement of 
wheat only Mr, Stewart overlooked 
the fact that the railways had been 
called on this year to handle a larger 
proportion of cars of grain thon 
former years,” 
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Whiskey Restrictions 

Release of 115,000,000 Gallons An- 
nounced in House of Commons 

London.—One hundred and fiiteen 
million gallons of whiskey, besides 
other quantities of spirits in bond in 
Great Britain, were released from 
war-time restrictions, and may be dis- 
tributed to all-comers who can per- 
suade the dealers to sell, 

The announcement of the removal 
of the restrictions, which was made 
without warning in the House of 
Commons by the Food Controller, 
came as a surprise to the members, 
who greeted it with loud cheers. 

The liquor trade was equally sur- 
prised and was besieged by the well- 
to-do among the public as soon as 
the unexpected news spread. Many 
orders of from fifty to a hundred 
dozen were placed immediately, in 
addition to numerous commissions for 
smaller quantities, Although it is 
figured that enough spirits has been 
thus freed to supply every man, 
woman and child in the country with 
thirty-six bottles apiece, it is doubt- 
ful if the public will find it easy at 
present to increase consumption to a 
great extent. The government main- 
tains control of the maximum price, 
which for whiskey is ten shillings and 
sixpence per bottle, and it is not be- 
lieved that the dealers will sell much 
below that figure, as the existing high 
duty will remain. 

Moreover, restrictions on distilla- 
tion during the war and the neces- 
sity of maturing stocks may lead the 
dealers to hold Jarge quantities, On 
the other hand, it will be possible to 
sell all the American whiskey which 
has reached and is still reaching Eng- 
land, though clearance from the cus- 
toms may be slow. 


Planned Assassinations 


Fatal Presents Were Intended for 
U.S. Government Officials 

Philadelphia. — Discovery of the 
“red” plot to slay officials with ex- 
plosive Christmas mail packages was 
announced by Superintendent of Po- 
lice James Robinson. 

Information of the plot, which he 
considered reliable, indicates it is na- 
tion-wide and directed against feder- 
al, state and city authorities who took 
part in the national roundup of radi- 
cals planning overthrow of the gov- 
ernment, Immediate steps were taken 
to prepare federal investigators, pos- 
tal authorities and _ police action 
against the “mail terror’ which is 
scheduled to begin operation shortly 
before and during the Christmas 
holidays. 

Evidence of the existence of a plot 
to send bombs through the mails 
under ribbons and holly was report- 
ed to Supt. Robinson by Andrew 
Emmanuel, head of the bomb squad 
who said he unearthed it during his 
investigation of radical activities 
here. The information was checked 
and verified according to Emmanuel. 
The source of information was care- 
fully withheld by the police. It is 
believed to have originated from an 
“anarchist squad” who was afraid of 
the consequences of the plot.
